Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  upon  the 
health  of  the  Borough  during  the  year  1941. 

For  reasons  of  national  security,  and  on  the  advice  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  the  statistical  in- 
formation (more  particularly  that  relating  to  populations)  has 
been  curtailed  in  this  Report. 

Furthermore,  in  the  interests  of  economy,  I have  made 
only  a passing  reference  to  Services,  etc.,  which  have  under- 
gone no  change  or  development  during  the  passing  year  and 
which  have  been  reported  upon  in  detail  in  previous  years. 

Area. — The  area  of  the  Borough  remains  at  6,243  statutory 
acres. 

Financial  Circumstances. — In  respect  of  the  year  ended  1st 
April,  1941,  the  rateable  value  was  £61,136,  and  the  product  of 
a penny  rate  £'236. 

Social  Conditions. — Despite  the  heavy  demands  of  industry 
upon  the  large  majority  of  the  people,  and  the  many  restrictions 
and  curtailments  affecting  the  community  in  general,  I can  say 
that  the  health  of  the  residents  in  the  area  have  been  -well 
maintained. 

Health  Officers. — These  remain  the  same  as  in  the  previous 
year.  With  the  motor  ambulance  kindly  provided  by  Messrs. 
Courtaulds,  Ltd.,  for  the  use  of  the  Borough,  there  is,  in 
addition,  the  motor  ambulance  which  has  been  purchased  by 
voluntary  subscriptions. 
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Health  Services  (General). — I have  given,  in  previous  Re- 
ports, an  outline  of  the  several  services  and  facilities  operating 
in  the  Borough  for  the  benefit  of  its  community. 

It  is  noted  from  the  Report  of  the  Flint  Cottage  Hospital 
& Nursing  Association  for  the  year  ended  30th  April,  1942^ 
that  during  that  year  264  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
hospital;  of  these  257  were  cured  or  greatly  relieved,  and  5 
were  transferred  to  other  hospitals.  9 patients  remained  in 
the  hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year.  There  were  7 deaths  in 
the  hospital  and  203  operations  were  carried  out — 87  of  these 
being  ‘major’  operations.  The  average  duration  of  stay  per 
patient  was  12  days.  178  out-patients  attended  for  consulta- 
tion or  treatment,  involving  320  dressings.  Approimately  2,000 
visits  were  paid  to  patients  in  their  homes  by  the  District 
Nurse.

— In  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  careful  supervision 
of  the  cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  area  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. — Recent  visits  were  paid  to  various 
shops  during  the  year,  and  the  following  list  of  food  for  human 
consumption  was  condemned,  viz.:  1221bs.  of  beef;  61bs,  of  pork; 
956  tins  (or  80  gallons)  of  evaporated  milk;  1491bs.  of  fruit; 
and  1 crate  of  eggs.

Infectious  Diseases  (Isolation  and  Treatment). — This  sub- 
ject has  been  dealt  with  fully  in  past  Reports. 

Diphtheria  (Immunisation). — The  number  of  children  in- 
oculated against  Diphtheria  from  its  commencement  up  to 
June  30th,  1942,  are — pre-school  age  410  and  school  age  3^096, 
makin,g  a total  of  2,506.  Of  these  that  have  been  immunised 
are — under  5 years  51.!2o/o  out  of  an  approximate  number  of 
820,  and  over  5 years  to  15  years  60o/o  out  of  an  approximate 
numbei  of  3680. 

Housing. — The  number  of  dwelling  houses  inspected  for 
housing  defects  (under  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts)  were 
21,  ana  the  total  number  of  inspections  made  was  60.
